Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-9,11-15,18,20,24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Cheng et al. 

Cheng et al. teaches a substrate holder, 105, which acts as an actuator to urge 
the substrate into contact with a polishing belt, 201 , which has a width as wide as the 
substrate holder, the polishing belt being continuous, (col. 5, lines 59-61) or supplied 
between a feed and take up roll, (col. 6, lines 16-18). The polishing belt having a 
plurality of linear perpendicular grooves, (col. 3, lines 55-58), perpendicular to the 
direction of motion, and arcuate grooves oriented perpendicular to the direction of 
motion, (col. 4, lines 27-31) and a backing member, 101, positioned on a side of the 
polishing belt opposite the substrate holder. Cheng et al. also teaches that the grooves 
have a depth of between about 0.02 and 0.05 inches, a width of between 0.015 and 
0.04 inches and a pitch of between about 0.09 and 0.24 inches, (col. 4, lines 14-21).

Claims 10 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 21-23 are allowed.
